THE CONSCRIPTION LAWS. 
Letter from the Governor .of Penneylmma to the 
President of the United States'. 
. 
E xecttivk Chambsr, 
I 
II arrisbcko, 26th Jannary, 1865'. J 
Sir : The Act of the' 3d of March, 1865, 
commonly called the , Enrollment Act, 
provided (section 4) that) for the purposes 
of tbe Act, each Congressional District of 
t|je respective States should form- a Dis­ 
trict, ond (seo. 11).that all persons enrolled 
should be subject to*be caUed into the Mil­ 
itary Service of the United States, -and to 
continue in service during the pre’se rt re­ 
bellion, not however exceeding the term of 
three years, and further (sec. 12) that in 
assigning to tibe Districts the number of 
men to be furnished therefrom, the Presi­ 
dent should take into consideration the 
number of Volunteers and Militia by and 
from the several States in which said Dis­ 
tricts were situated, anddheperiod of their’ 
service since the commencement of the re­ 
bellion, and should so ¡make said assign­ 
ments aa to equalize the numbers among 
the Distiiots of the several States, consider­ 
ing and allowing for thp numbers already 
furnished as aforesaid and the tim e of their 
Bervice. 
i 
The time of actual service which by this 
Act you were directed to oonsider and al­ 
low, for, could not, without, impracticable 
labor, (or indeed at all,n be fixed with ex­ 
actitude for each District, but it could easi­ 
ly have been so approximated by averages 
th at little if-any-practical' injustice would 
have-been done. The ¡commencement of 
tbe tfiird year of the wár was close a t hand 
at the time of the passage of the Act. It 
would not have been difficult to ascertain, 
of one thousand men; enlisted for three 
years, what-was the average number th at 
remained actually in tbe service at the end 
of the first and second years respectively, 
and thus the Act could have been substan­ 
tially complied with. 
For instance, sup­ 
pose it to have been found that of one 
thousand men enlisted for three years, 
there remained in the service An average; 
of forty per cent, at the close of the first 
year, and twenty per cent, at the close of 
the second year. The result would have 
been, under the provisions of the Act, that 
sixteen hundred one-year’s men would have 
been taken as the^equivalent of one thou­ 
sand three years' men. 
. 
Unfortunately the Heads of Bureaus, to 
whom the m atter seems to have been en­ 
trusted, began by falling into a strange 
misconstruction of the Act. They did in 
effect strike from th e 12th section the 
phrases “period of their, service” and 
“ time of their service,” and insert in lieu 
thereof the phrase “ term of their en­ 
listment,” and then proceeded to apportion 
credits by multiplying the number of men 
furnished from a'district by the number of 
years for which Ahey were enlisted. Calcu­ 
lations made on this basis ware of course 
most extravagant, and the people every­ 
where felt that somehow injustice was be­ 
ing done. 
In the attem pt to soften this, 
n#nerous aod contradictory orders-have 
been issued from the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral’8 Office, and long essays by himself 
and others have been in vain published to 
explain and justify their aotion. 
In fact, as soon as they get beyond the 
morally certain limit of the actual service 
of the man, their calculation has no longer 
a practical basis, its principle, carried to 
a legitimate extreme, would justify the en­ 
listm ent of one man for 50,U00 years, and 
crediting hitn as the whole quota of the 
State, with a small excess. 
Surely every reasonable man can say for 
himself whether he has found that getting 
one pair of boots for three years is practi­ 
cally equivalent to getting three pairs of 
boots fbr one year. 
The visionary character of the system on 
which they have proceeded cannot be b et 
ter illustrated than by the result at which 
they have arrived on the present occasion. 
The quota of Pennsylvania on the last call 
was announced to be 66,999 men. On the 
24th inBt., it was announced that the quo­ 
ta of the Western District had, on revision, 
been fixed at 22,543, whieh would make 
that ot the whole State about 44,000 ; and 
late on tb* same day it was further an­ 
nounced that the quota of the Western Dis­ 
trict was 25,512, and that on the whole 
State 49,583; all these changes being caus­ 
ed by no intervening circumstances tbat 
I am aware of. In feet our quota on tbe 
dast ctll was filled, and there can be no de­ 
ficiency to be now supplied. 


Their plan is unjust to tbe districts and 
to the Govjernment. It wholly'ignores the 
losses of men by desertion, sickqess, death, 
and casualties. The losses from most of 
these causes are greater during the first 
year of service than afterwards. A town 
which hag furnished three thousand men 
for one year, has probably lost three-fifths 
of them frbm these causes before the expi­ 
ration of the term . .Another equal town 
which has furnished one thousand men for 
three yean may before the expiration of 
th at termJTiave lost seventeen-twentieths 
of them. ¡The first town will have thus 
given sixteen hundred men to tbe country 
—the second but eight hundred and fifty. 
There is np equality in this. The exhaus­ 
tion of the] industrial population of the two 
towns is in very unequal proportions. As 
to the Government—tbe Government has 
in the first case the actual service, during 
the whole year, of fourteen --hundred men : 
in the second case the actual Bervice, ¿f 
say four hundred men, during the whole 
first year, ¡of probably not more than two 
hundred men., during the whole second 
year, a rd say one hundred and fifty men 
at most during the whole third year. Be­ 
sides, the ¡amount of service that may be 
required promptly is to be considered, and 
not merely tbe agreed term of service. At 
the late storm of Fort Fisher,I one at least 
of the Pennsylvania one year regiments 
was engaged, and behaved most gallantly. 
W ho will sny that if one-third of their num­ 
ber had been enlisted for three years, it 
wonld on th at account have been able to 
perform as much service as the whole num ­ 
ber did in that unsurpassed exploit 7 
But there is even more "serious error 
than has been above (y;po8ed. The clause 
of the act pf 3<1 Match, 1863, under which 
your officers profess to be acting, has not 
been in force since the 24th of February, 
1864. 
[ 
’ W hether induced thereto by the strange­ 
ness of the system which had been adopted 
under itfc or for whatever reasons, Congress 
thought fit to pass the -act 24th February, 
*1864, (entitled, “An Act to amend the act 
of 3d March, 1863,” ) which provides (sec­ 
tion 2) that the quota of each ward of a 
city, town; &c., shall be as nearly as .possi-' 
ble in proportion to tbe numbdr of men 
resident tiiSrein liable to render military 
service, tailing into account as far as prac­ 
ticable the number which had been previ­ 
ously furn shed therefrom. 
* 
Thus the former act was amended by 
giving cret its, not to districts but to small­ 
er localities, and by omitting the provision 
for considering and allowing for the time 
of service in estimating credits ; they were 
directed in future to be given as far as prac­ 
ticable on the basis of the number of men 
previously furnished, without reference to 
the time of service. 
. 
And this was followed up the act of.4th 
July, 1864, (passed at the same session,) 
which’provides (section 1) that the Presi­ 
dent may at his discretion, call for any 
num ber of volunteers for the respective 
terms of one, two and three years, with 
bounties regulated according to their term 
of enlistment, and (section 2) that in-case 
the quota] of any town, Ac., shall not be 
filled within the space of sixty days after 
such call, then the President shall immedi­ 
ately ordt r a draft for one year to fill such 
quota. 
These ire the clauses which now regu­ 
late the sibject. 
It is not for me or you, 
sir, to discuss the question of their proprie­ 
ty. They are to be obeyed. 
It would be easy to show tbat they form 
a reasonable and intelligible system. 
For­ 
merly When calls were made W men for 
military fervicet they weie matfe-by requi­ 
sitions on the Governors of the respective 
States, wlio then proceeded to draft the re­ 
quired nu mber to fill the quota of tbe State. 
In this draft, men frpm any State or locality 
wbo had ' oluutarily entered the service of 
the U nited States, by enlisting in the army 
or otherwise, were Pol taken into account. 
No credits were given for them on the quo­ 
ta, any m ire than for men who had of their 
own acco d engaged themselves in any oth­ 
er lawful employment. The system .how­ 
ever of rtising very large bodies of men as 
volunteers, under the act of Congress of. 
1861, had] drawn upon the military popula­ 
tion of thjs respective States and localities 
very heavily, and not quite equably, and 
therefoie when the enrollment act of 1863 
was passed, it was thought best to provide 
for equaljzing the exhaustion, by allowing 
credits to localities -for thé volunteers fur­ 
nished by them. But the government had 
accepted j volunteers for various terms of 
service, and hence the effort to render the 
equalization more perfect by considering 
and allowing for the time of their service as 
well as the number of men. The acts of 
1864, above recited, have modified this sys­ 
tem, by fixing a definite term of service 
(one year) for which men are to be drafted. 
Volunteers for not less than that term are 
to be credited to their localities on the quo­ 
ta and receive a certain bounty from the 
government. Such of them as choose to 
enlist for longer terms receive further 
bounties from the government, but so far 
as regards the increased term beyond one 
year, are not to Jte credited on the quota, 
but are to be left on tbe same footing that 
ail volunteers were on bt fóre tbe act of 1863. 
That is to say, (he government announces 
th at it will take by its authority a certain 
num ber ofrmen from a locality for military 
service for one year. That is the lawful de­ 
mand which it will enforce. 
It pays boun­ 
ties in cáse of localities to facilitate them 
in complying with this demand without a 
compulsory draft** But it has made no d e ­ 
mand foi men to serve for twoor three years. 
The government receives and pays addition­ 
al bounties to volunteers for these terms, 
but, in that, deals with men only, and, as 
the increased term of service beyond one 
year is not agreed to be rendered in pom- 
pliance with any demand of the government 
it gives the-locality no credit on quota for 
it. The government requires 100,1)00 men 
•for one year, not a less number of men for 
a longer term. 
For a deficiency in the 
number of volunteers for that term it makes 
a draft for one year. This is to fill the quo­ 
ta—not more nor less—when the draft has 
been effected the quota is full—there is 
( neither excess or deficiency. 
; 
You see that the system thus established 
j by law is not without foundation in reason, 
and can be readily understood. ' 
■

Sir, you may not have been herotofore 
I apprised of the fact that your lubordmates 
j are wholly disregarding the act of 24th 
February, 1864. Hiey are proceeding in 
' open and direct violation of it, aud are thus 
i creating naturally, great coAfusión and un­ 
certainty among the people. 
They an- 
nounce-nn the one band th at although a 
three-yesrs’ man counts only as a one-year 
m%n towards the quota ou which he vol­ 
unteers: yet that he shall be counted as 
three one-years’ men, towards the quota on 
a future call. This is directly in the teeth 


of the law. On the other hand, they are 
ciphering out a deficiency on the, last call, 
by counting three one-year’s men gs only 
equivalent to one three-years’ man, which 
is equally against law.- 
. 
Thus the quota of Pennsylvania under the 
call of 18lh July last was filled in accord­ 
ance with tbe law by men tcTserve for not 
less than orre year. 
Tbe term ol service ol 
these men is not yet half expired, and yet 
your subordinates are threatening a drult 
to fill an alleged deficiency on tbat yery 
call, the existence, of which they attempt 
to make out by persisting id their un­ 
lawful and unsubstantial theories and calcu­ 
lations. 
Our people know tbat the government 
-requires more men. They are willing to 
furnish them —-heavy as the burden has be­ 
come pn the industrial population. Let 
the requirement be made in the clear and 
definite shape whioh tbe law provides for, 
and it will be cheerfully complied with.— 
But it is hardly to be tolerated that your 
subordinates should be permitted longer to 
pursue the system of substituting, for the 
law,, an eccentric plan of their own. 
Sir, op behalf of the freemen of this Com­ 
monwealth, who havealways given a cheer­ 
ful arrd hearty support to your government 
in the prosecution of this war, it is my duty 
to insist—and I do insist—that you enforce 
upon your subordinates that obedience to 
the law, which youoWe, as well as they aud 
all of us. 
It is of evil example—it tendBto 
enfeeble—nay=to destroy—the just poiyer of 
the government—that you should iulier 
your officers to treat with open contempt 
any acts of Congress, and especially «hose 
which you have yoursdlf approved J and 
which regulate a matter of such deem and 
delicate moment as the enforcing a ’dratt 
for the military service. 
? 
Relying heartily on your wisdom and jus­ 
tice to set right what has thus been jgoing 
wrong, and to compel henceforth off the 
part of all, a proper respect for and obedi­ 
ence to the lawk of the land,

THE COUNTIES OF PENNSYLVANIA.” 
At tbe first settlement of the provine» «if 
Pennsylvania, there were but three coun­ 
ties in tbe entire territory now comprised 
in tho sixty-six counties of tins grcój, Com­ 
monwealth. The counties w ere:

T H E R E B E L PEA C E COM M ISSIONERS. 
The Richmond jiapers of Tuesday contain 
th e ' report of Alexander H. Stephens, K. 
M. T. Hunter and John A. Campbell, the 
peace commissioners who met President 
Lincoln and Secretary Seward at Fortress 
Monroe. 
After stating that the conference 
lasted several hours,'and was both full and- 
explicit, they say: 
We learned from them that the message 
of President Lincoln to the Congress of the 
United States, in December last, explains 
clearly and distinctly.bis sentiments aa to 
termg, conditions, and method of proceed­ 
ing by which peace can be secured to the 
people, and we are not informed that they 
would be modified or alteied to obtain tbat 
end.. 
We understood from him that no terms 
or proposals for any treaty or agreement 
looking, to an ultimate settlemen t would be 
enteriained or made by him with the au­ 
thorities of the Confederate States, because 
that would) be a recognitiobxot their exist­ 
ence as a separate power, which, under no 
circumstanjoes, would be done> And, for 
like reasons,, that no such terms would be 
entertained by him from the States sepa­ 
rately. That, no extended truoe or armis­ 
tice as at present advised would be granted 
or allowed without satisfactory assurance 
in advance of the complete restoration of 
the authority of tbe constitution and laws 
of the United Stales over all places within 
the States of the Confederacy. Tbat what­ 
ever consequences may follow from the re­ 
establishment of that guthority m ist be ac­ 
cepted, bntthat individuals subject to pains 
and penalties under the laws ot the United 
States might rely upon a very liberal use of 
the power confided to him, to remit these 
pains and penalties, if peace be restored. . 
During thé confeience the proposed 
amendments to tbe Constitution of tbe*U- 
nited States, adopted by Congress, on the 
31st ult., ware brought to our notice. These 
amendments provide that .neither slavery 
nor involuntary servitude, except for crime, 
should exist within the United States, or 
any place within their jurisdiction, and that 
Congress should have power to enforce this 
amendment by appropriate legislation
